Haig, in an interview with the 
Hearst newspaper chain last week, 
sitid he had been reissured recently 
by Israel prime minister Begin that 
Israel would hotour its commit- 
Ment to withdrav from Sinai next 
April. 

Israel's foreign minister, Yitzhuk 
Shamir, also belicves the U.S. will 
make a “specigl effort" in the weeks 
ahead to ucHeve progress in the 
autonomy tuks. 

(srael would welcome an 
enhanced American involvement, 
but it would not allow itself to be 
Pressured into concessions, the 
Foreign Minister warned. 

“Israel will make no com- 
promises/" he told an enthusiastic 
Young Herm audience in Tel Aviv.

Shamir predicted the imminent 
American push for progress in the 
autonomy during an earlier speech 
to the World Agudat Yisrael 
Executive convening m Jerusalem, 
There tuo, thaugh in more 
Measured tones, he warned that 
pressure on Israel would achieve 
precisely the opposite effect Lo that 
intended: αὶ would make {srael mure 
resolute and obdurte, 

Israel needed “st few years" in 
which to ascertain whether in fact 
the peace with Egypt way it real and 
durable peace, “and whether our 
sucrifices were worthwhile. 

“So we mun tell the US. and 
others who tell us nuw lo go lurther: 
siow down, We Haven't finished 
with Egypt yet. We must wait lor 
some yeurs to see il Egypt is really 
ripe fur peace, We musin't make 
any more concessivns until this 
peace (with Egypt) is lirmly es- 
tablished.” 

If Haig does indeed come to the 
area, the muonomy talks are likely 
to be the top item on his ngenda, uc- 
cording to [srucl sources. But his 
visit will also be part of a broader cl- 
fort by both the U.S. und Israel to 
improve relations ufter the πραγ 
Uhat followed the Golan annexation 
law. 

This effort got off to i good start, 
aveording to the Israel sources, with 
a low-key visit to Washington 
last month by David Kimche, 
director-general of the Forcign 
Ministry. Kimche is understood to 
have met with Haig and other high 
administration officials, His visit 
was set up in the wake of the public 
discord between Jerusalem and 
Washington, and his delicate tusk 
was to move the dislogue away {ram 
strident rhetoric and back to 
restrained discussion. 


Shamir was not strident — but he 
was certainly forceful — when he

Yamit: the death of a town 


“YAMIT LIVES,” procliims the 
hand-puinted banner. [t hangs near 
the top of the towering conerete Ar- 
moured Corps memorial on the 
eastern fringe of the scuside Sinai 
town due to be handed over to the 
Egyptians in a Jiltle more thun a 
hundred dnys, 

Like many such protestations, the 
banner in fact proclaims what it 
seeks to disclaim — the sad but ir- 
refulable fact that Yamit is dying. 

Both the histrionic preparations 
for a violent show-down with the 
army by the compensation-oriented 
settler's committee, and the self- 
righteous declarations of Gush 
Emunim supporters, driven by 
religious nationalisni to “reinforce” 
the Stop the Withdrawal Move- 
ment, constantly emphasize that 
Yamit is breathing its last. 

Even as commitlee members dug 
slit-trenches before the TV cameras 
of the world and skull-capped 
young men studied tractates of 
Talmud in the local yeshiva, pointed- 
ly oblivious of what was happen- 
ing outside, families were packing 
their belongings into removal vans 
and leaving the town. 

Yamit is already forlom. It is 
rapidly becoming derelict. The 
desert sand drifts across the oully- 
ing roads of what was to be a thriv- 
ing regional centre of 250,000 in- 
habitants. The gardens of the few 
private homes are drying up. : 

The famous beach is littered and 
untended. The moshavim in the 
atea are picking their last crops of 
tomatoes and chilis as they disman- 
tle the remaining green-houses. 


Reporter David Richardson 
writes about the conflicts 
and tensions in the Sinai 
town of Yamit as the day of 
withdrawal approaches, 


Most of the semi-detached apart- 
ments in the town are emply and 
shuttered — some of them never 
having been occupied. The smoke- 
stained exteriors of those set alight 
by the militants are like the first visi- 
ble signs of disease. 


YAMIT IS UNDENIABLY sad but 
it’s also becoming ugly. “We en- 
joyed a unique quality of life here," 
said 4 middle-aged housewife who 
now finds herseif estranged from 
almost everything happening 
around her. “Now we've become 
like vultures fighting over the 
remains.” 

The pickings are both ideological 
and material. The past week saw 
schisms in the marriage of con- 
venience between some of ihe 
veteran settlers — most of them ac- 
cept the return of the area to Egypt 
as inevitable --- and the Stop the 
Withdrawal Movement, an 
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umalgum of religious nationalism 
und hard-headed scepticism ubout 
peace wilh Egypt. 


The theatrical preparutions lor 
conflicL by the business owner's 
commitiee, led by Yossi Seka and 
Avinoam Margulit, and their barely- 
disguised responsibility for the rash 
of arson last week frightened off 
many of their supporters. One of the 
committee members said privately 
on Wednesday evening that their 
willingness to meet Deputy Prime 
Minister Simcha Ehrlich once again 
“even though he spoke. of us .dis- 
paragingly before” stemmed.in part 
from a realization that ‘they ‘hud 
perhaps overreacited themselves. 


Nevertheless, there is widespread 
suppori and sympathy in. the town 
for their urgument. The high level 
of compensation won by the 
agricultural settlements is a cons- 
tant subject of conversation. “We 
all resent that the moshavim (co- 
operative farm settlements) have 
made money — some of them 
without any personal investment — 
while we are expected to lose,” said 
Dina Ben-Aharon, who has lived in 
the town for the past six years. 

Moti Ben-Yanai, who moved to 
Yamit more than four years ago,

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Squatters claim ‘official backing’ 


The government’s lenient attitude 
towards the settlers and squatters at 
Yamit last week brought forth a 
strong attack from one of its own 
ministers. Deputy Premier David 
Levy, who is also minister of hous- 
ing and construction, said his fellow 
ministers were undermining public 
respect by failing to maintain law 
and order in the torn town, where 
settlers are demonstrating for 
higher compensation allowances for 
vacating their properties, and squat- 
ters are vowing to resist evacuation 
on political grounds. (The new 
Israeli-built coastal town in 
northern Sinai is to be handed over 
to Egypt next April under terms of 
the Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty.)

Appearing on Israel TV, Deputy 
Premier Ehrlich was asked whether 
the squatters were breaking the law. 
He replied that any Israeli can be 
physically present in Yamit. But, he 
added, those who broke into houses 
and destroyed property would be 
prosecuted. 


Compensation negotiations 
fesumed on Monday of last week. 
Eearlier the settlers had threatened 
to sel up a siege in the town. Help- 
ing to convince the settlers to return 
to the negotiating table was a 
Tumour thal the government was 
considering the tabling of a law fix- 
ing the amount of compensation for 
the Yamit settlers. 

The proposed law would set u 
cut-off date for the bilateral 
negoliations between the Yamit 
claimants and the cabinet commit- 
tee, after which the original govern- 
ment offer — far less than whal the 
settlers have been claiming — 
would become law. 

Those dissatisfied with their com- 
pensation would have to go to 
court.

Why immigration is fading

Last year’s low point in immigra- 
tion is largely due to the high 
dropoul rate among Soviet 
cinigrants und the resulting low 
number of Russian immigrants. This 
wis stated last week by Jewish 
Agency Executive chairman Arye 
Dulzin. 

Speaking on Israel Radiv's special 
four-hour programme devoted lo 
uliys and absorption, Dulzin said 
that the gates of Soviet emigration 
have been almost closed bevatise so 
many of the emigrants have been 
dropping out, going to America 
rather than Israel. Only about 1,800 
Russian olim arrived in 1981 — out 
of a total of 12,000 immigrants trem 
all countries. 

That total is the lowest aliya 
figure since the establishment ol the 
Stale, except for the yeur 1953, 
when 10,000 olim arrived. The other 
main sources of olim were North 


America, Argentina and Frince.

‘Extra’ 5% wage addition

Most salaried workers will get 
23.8 per cent more pay next month 
than in December, The rise will be 
made up by a five per cent hike to 
compensate for wage erosion, 
agreed on Friday, which will be 
calculated on top of the 17.8 per 
cent cost-of-living allowance an- 
nounced in December. 

Friday afternoon's agreement 
came at the end of what the 
Manufacturer's aoe ion 

cribed as “long and tiring 
ἀν της: with the Histadrut 
Labour Federation. The extra five 

τ cent will be paid up to a ceiling 
of 1$10,000 per month after the 
cost-of-living bonus is added’ ~~~- - 
᾿ This is the fourth and last com- 
pensation for wage erosion which 
will be paid within the framework of 
the current two-year agreement 
between the Histadrut and the 
employers that ends in March. 

The labour federation sees the 5 
per cent February addition as com- 
pensating employees for wage cro- 


sion within the terms of agreements 
made to maintain the real value of 
wages. 

In this last round of negotiations,. 
the Histadrut demanded a six to 
seven per cent rise, while the 
employees initially suid they would 
pay nothing extra. 

Last week, Treasury sources said 
that since the five per cent rise will 
automatically be paid to govern- 
ment employees, there is no longer 
any justification for the strike called 
for this Wednesday by the Civil Ser- 
vants Union, which is seeking com- 
pensation for wage erosion, 

There was also a hint from these 
sources that the Treasury may be 
willing to give bigger increases to 
the lowest paid civil servants, as the 
Histadrut has demanded. But, they 
said, this concession must not be 
used as an excuse to press for pay 
increases for all public sector staff. 

Friday also saw the labour federa- 
tion and the employers ugrec lo an 
immediate start on new talks for a 
long-term cost-of-living bonus 
agreement and for another two-year 
wage deal.

Jaffa’s Arabs 
charge ‘bias’

TEL AVIV.) — Jaffa's Arabs are 
planning a sgries of unprecedented 
steps, including hunger strikes and 
mass demonstralions, to protest 
what they call the municipality's 
“policy of neglect" towards them. 

Moslem community leaders said 
that the young and religious Arabs 
are undergoing a radicalization of 
their nationalistic feelings. 
nourished by whal they see as dis- 
crimination by the city. The 
Muslem board of trustees (wak/) is 
“trying to moderate the anger and 
bitterness, but it is in danger of los- 
ing its influence over the radical 
groups, it was learned. 


Hundreds of Moslems crowded 
into Jaffa's big Mahmoudia mos- 
que, near the clock, on Friday to 
listen to Imam Bassam Mussa Abu 
Zeid, religious leader, recount the 
housing plight of Jaffa's Arabs, the 
despair of the young over their 
chances of getting housing aid, and 
the city's plans to build luxury hous- 
ing on the site of the existing Arab 
neighbourhoud. 


After the prayer, the excited 
young worshippers wanted 10 hold ἡ 
spuntineous demonstration against 
the municipality, but were con- 
vinced them that an illegal 
demonstration would achieve 
nothing.

The Jews have an as- 
sured supply of kosher meat. They 
do not have to queue for it!

In the blessings with which Jacob 
blessed his twelve sons on his 
deathbed, none is more generous 
than that to his fourth son, Judah. 
Whereas one single outstanding 
characteristic is mentioned with 
regard Lo the others, Judah comes in 
for a three-fold blessing; his martial 
qualities in which he is compared to 
the lion, his capacity for leadership 
which will bring him sceptre and 
crown and, lastly, the abundant 
harvest, particulatly of the vine, 
with which his allotted territory will 
be blessed. 

That abundance is characteristic 
of the area to this day, and 1 had oc- 
casion to refer to the 7000 tons of 
Surplus grapes last year, But thal 
mentioned by Jacob with regard to 
Judah is mentioned in an unusual 
contexl: it is to the effect that the 
abundance will be so great that it 
will be used also — for laundering 
gurments! “Ἢς shall wash his gar- 
ments in wine, and his clothes in the 
blood of grapes”. τ 

As Rashi rightly comments, it is 
another aspect of that abundunce, 
and it is possible that it belongs to 
the fact, which is indicated in the 
Song of Songs, that they were wont 
to perfume their garments. (4.11).

The Giolan annexation particular 
iy endangered Americun Jewry 
heeause it could lead to ἃ coplron- 
tition between Israel and the U.S. 
government, Schach contended. 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
had heen shortsighted in failing to 
tuke inte necount the pussible 
repercussions of his action “wvenly 
years hence.” 

“De you think there couldn't be a 


Hitler in the U.S.? Or in England? 
Or in France? 

Provoking the gentiles was “not 
the Jewish way,” Schach said. The 
“old Jew, the wia yoffls Jew, who 
danced to please the local Polish 
lord, “knew who the gor was...” 

It was misguided for the Jews to- 
day, because they have their own 
sovereign sate on par with the gen- 
tile states, lo imagine that they 
could afford to act differently. 

Begin was “a dear man, will a 
positive attitude to religion... We all 
honour and respect the dear: prime 
minister, Bul he has grievously er- 
red...Who knows whl heavy price 
we shall have lo pay for his error.” 

Begin had told the U.S. ambas- 
sudor that the Peaple of Israel had 
lived 3,700 years without a strategic 
accord wilh the U.S. and it could 
live another 3,700 years without the 
accord. Bul hy the same token, 
Shach declared, the Peuple of israel 
had lived for 2,000 years without a 
Golan law — and could continue to 
five thus,

were visibly embarrassed by some 
of Schach's remarks. It was at 
Shach’s insistence that the four-man

A CONVENIENT NUISANCE, the 
telephone, may be bringing con- 
gratulations to Martha Bertha 
Zaslani for showing what can be 
done with the instrument. Eleven. 
years ago she set up a first-aid 
hotline in Jerusalem called Eran, 
with two volunteers, and it now has 
hundreds of volunteers and 
branches in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, 
Netanya, Haifa and Beersheba. On 
Thursday she received the Yekirat 
Yerushalayim (Distinguished 
Citizen) award (see report below). 

Mrs. Zaslani was born in 
Florence, She completed teachers’ 
college despite being handicapped 


by polio. In the 30’s, when Nazi ἴη- 


fluence began to be felt in Italy, she 
gathered Jewish students in her 
home despite the law forbidding it. 

One of those students was her 
future husband, who had come from 
Palestine to study medicine. When 
he completed his studies, she

returned home with him. 

Dr, Arie Zaslani opened a clinic 
in Jerusalem for soldiers suffering 
from shell shock, and later, together 
with colleagues, organized the 
army's psychiatric service in the 
capital. “He was always concerned 
about helping the community,” 
Mrs. Zaslani says. “He did a greut 
deal of work on a volunteer basis.

The mayor of Florence 
and Mayor Kollek have both 
presented Eran with medals, and 
Mrs. Zaslani received the"

Navon in 1978, 


Miriam Bertha Zaslani founded 
the Eran psychological counselling 
service in memory of her late hus- 
band who was one of the nation’s 
major initiators of mental health 
services. 

Dr. Yona Cohen, served tor 30 

years as principal of the Horev 
School. He retired in 1962, but 
stayed on to teach in a volunteer 
vupacily. 
Yaacov Mizrahi. has pluyed an 
active role in the Jerusalem Labour 
Council He was largely responsible 
lor aiding the absurptien of im- 
migrants from Kurdistan and 
Turkey. 

Haim Nafcha, now 91, sel up 
Jerusalem's first school for com- 
merce and languages.

‘Cults and 
complacency

ONE OF Israel's many illusions is 
that the really nasty cults could not 
take hold here, We assumed that 
Israelis, although completely insane 
about such matters as politics, have 
a reserve of common sense and 
strong family feelings that mitigate 
against spiritual excesses. 


We were jarred out of this com- 
placent error by the revelations 
brought to us during the past few 
weeks by Ram Evron in his This Is 
The Time programme. Last month he 
intraduced us 1o ἃ rabbi who has 
dedicated himself to cult-fighting in. 
the U.S., and is prepared to help a 
similar cause in Israel. We also met 
the back of an anonymous parent. 
who claimed that he had lost his son 
to a guru. 


Last week Evron re-opened the 
subject by telling us that he had 
received hundreds of enquirics in 
reaction to the first programme. It 
appeared that thousands of young 
peuple hud fallen victim to the culls, 
and their parents were suflering 
greal distress. He also said that 
many people had objected lo the 
anonymily of the parent who com- 
plained, and that he was theretore 
bringing us face τὸ face with Wwo ex- 
cultists, Yitzhak and Bricha, who 
have now become scekers of the 
correct way through Judaism. 


Yiwhak had spent four years in 
transcendental meditation, und had 
gone through an intense internal 
Struggle before deciding that a rab- 
binical seminary would provide for 
his spiritual needs. Brucha had been 
doing volunteer work on a kibbulz 
when a cult recruiting officer had 
come among them. According 10 
her, the kibbuizim are happy 
hunting grounds for gurus — she 
claimed that youths on the kibbutz 
were repulsed by the petly 
materialism they found all around 
und so were easy prey.

there is no spontaneity in such nal- 
ters in Moscow.” 

Namir also believes that the 
Soviet initiative in extending invita- 
tons to members of the Labour 
Alignment was a result ol a mis- 
redding of the Israeli politica! mup. 
“They realize that Rukuh alone is 
very unrepresentative of the Israeli 
Pohtical spectrum, and that even 
Mapam dues not add much breadth. 
At the same time they are uware ΟἹ 
the rightward swing within the 
Labour Party. | think it's lair to call 
me very definitely lef of centre in 
the party and most certainly a dove. 
although not an extreme one. | 
guess that's why Toubi was told to 
invite me." 


THE THREE Zionist members al 
the delegation devoted most of their 
time ty mectings with Jews and Lo 
Pressing the question of the rate al 
Jew ish immigration from the Soviet 
Union. Kisilev's specintity at the Tne 
stitule of Scienves is as head of the 
Middle Las tion of the 
Ameriean-C ian desk. 

Namir was impressed with (he 
preat sensitivity of Moscow's 

ichers™ to the strength 

h lobby in Americ: 
polities Dealing with that impo 
ant segment of American public 
opinion is apparently still important 
tu the Russians, even ina period al 
escalating lensions with 
Washington. 

“Kisiley, however, was almost 
brutal in the way in which he 


analysed Tor me the lalest evidence 
they have of the seeming decline in 
the power of the American Jewish 
lobby. He was fully informed on the 
details of the Jewish lobby's defeat 
in Ihe AWACS debate. ‘It's no 
longer an aulomatic thing that the 
Jews win in such things,” he told me. 


“Kisiley also referred to the 
growing tensions between the Begin 
government and the Reagan ad- 
ministration, with wht seemed le 
me personal plee. IL was all very un- 
comfortable.” 

The one other issue which all 
those she mel insisted on raising 
lime and itgsin was that of the 
Golan annesation. All those she 
met on the official part ΟἹ her 
ilinerary seemed to have been 
briefed on the latest details of this 
step by Israel, and insisted un press- 
ing home Soviel opposition to it. 


NAMIR said that the members ol 
the delegalion had no trouble in 
seeing whatever and whomever they 
wanted to. The meetings, however, 
were a mixed bag. 

“My worst experience wis hav- 
ing Lo listen to the official Jews who 
were produced for meetings when | 
pressed the issue of freedom for the 
leaching of Hebrew. These Jews, 
some of them university professors. 
would go through the litany of how 
wonderful [hings were for the Jews 
in the Soviet Union. 

“But even when I raised the issue 
of Hebrew and the harassment of 
Hebrew teachers, when 1 was in 
Leningrad, τ town where you can 
feel freer from the oppressive and 
omnipresent stite apparatus so ob- 
vious in Moscow, or in Kiev, | got 
only embarrassed silence for 
answer. 

The same embarrassed silence 
was the only answer she got when 
she confronted Peace Commitice 
peuple and Soviet academies with 
the evidence of Jewish professurs 
who lost their jobs and were forced 
ty perform menial tasks such us 
sweeping the streets after having up- 
plied for visas to immigrate to 
Israel. 


“I did meet, however, with 
wonderful groups of Hebrew 
teachers and enthusiastic students. 
We had a Hanukka purty with one 
such group in a private home and | 
wis unuzed by how much they 
knew and how much they could fol- 
low events in Israel. They even 


knew the details of the Hebrew 
Language Bill I had tabled in the 
Knesset several weeks ugo, and 
used my introductory speech in 
their studies. Our broadcasts very 
definitely do reach them.” 


FROM NAMIR’S description, it 
seemed clear that the members al 
the delegation were ace 

sarpel treatment aflornded 
ively free aceess lo whomever 
they wanted to see. But it is doubt- 
ful whether such aceess made much 
ol a difference on such questions as 
the rale of Jewish emigration or 
Hebrew teaching. 


ΝᾺ ΜΙΝ. the chairman ul the Knes- 
set Education Committee, alse used 
her ΠῚ days in the Soviet Union to 
study some aspects of the 
educational system and in this she 
came away definitely impressed und 
with some thoughts about things 
that we could learn in Israel. 

“| owas given an opportunity ta 
visit a kindergarten in Leningrad, 0 
regular school, a gigantic youth 
tivities centre in Moscow and Kiev 
University, in addition tw having 
meetings with heads of pedagogical 
institutes. The most impressive 
spect of their educational system | 
suw was their determined fostering 
of talented children, This is unpurit- 
le in the West. As soon as they can 
identify a child with pronounced 
talents in any direction there ure no 
budgetary limits on the extent to 
which they will try to develop that 
talent and subsidize his further 
studies. 


“They also put great emphasis on 
the training of teachers. As far as | 
could see, in the central institutions 
they try to set high standards. Not 
only must secondary school stu- 
denis pass matriculation exams, 
which we in Israel are under grow- 
ing pressure to eliminate, bul they 
then have to pass stiff entrance ex- 
ums [0 Lhe universities too. 


AS IMPRESSED as Namir was by 
Many aspects of the Soviet 
educational system, the fact re- 
muins that il is specifically in this 
are that one comes across the 
worst examples of anti-Semitic dis- 
crimination. There does tend to be a 
high proportion of Jewish 
youngsters among the very talented, 
but they have a hard time getting 
into the central institutions for such 
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Promising students as~a-reault of 
very definite diseriminativn. 

A field in which there has beena 
definife regression in Soviel suciety, 
according to Namir, is that of the 
role of women. “True, in the univer- 
sities, Lhe propertion ul young 
women in the various prolessions is 
high, compared with what is the 
case in the West, although in this 
regard Israel is closer ta the Seviet 
prictice. But when you get ine 
other aspects of Saviet lite 1 is easy 
to see that the Soviel Union hus not 
joined in the trend towards greater 
women’s equality that his 
developed in recent years in the 
West. 1 was lofd that one third οἱ 
the members of the Supreme Soviet 
were women and that the propar- 
tion of women in focal uuthorities 
was even higher, But if is no secret 
that there is not a single woman In 
the Potlithure and there hasn't been 
one sineve Fortseva, under 
Khrushchev. 

“What really turned me ef, 
however, was visiting home 
economies classes, There was nol 
a single male among the girls why 
were learning how to cook, sewand 

_ clean} repeatedly rnised the iden of 
(ruining young people of both sexes 
to shure the burden of homekeep- 
ing, especially ἴῃ an economy in 
which women are urged to go oul to 
work. {n reply, 1 was lectured time 
and again about the role of women 
us wives and mothers, and was told 
in πὸ uncertain terms that the trend 
in the Soviet Union would continue 
to be different. | saw this in 
another aspect too. We visited 4 
clothing factory in which nearly all 
the employees were women, and if 
became clear very quickly that they 
were all poorly educated and paid 
very low wages even by Soviet slan- 
dards. The impression was very 
similar to that given in similar fac- 
tories in which cheap women’s 
labour is exploited in the West. 


HOW DOES ONE get to Moscow 
from Jerusalem these days, ¥¢ 
asked, “There is a regular flight 
from Moscow to Damascus via Lat 
naca, Cyprus,” Namir said. “We 
were scheduled to return by that 
flight, getting off at Larnaca for 
Israel. At the lust moment someone 
Said that the flight was being 
changed to Moscow, Damascus. 
Larnaca, but then il was changed 


back again and we all calmed 
down.” i)

Beyond the smile 


PRESIDENT Ronald Reagan, a 
genuincly nice guy, spoke soltly in 
wurning against an Israeli annexu- 
tion of the West Bank. “I think it 
would be a serious mistake to annex 
the West Bank,” he said, clearly un- 
derstating, according to his aides. 
how he really fecls. “The peace 
process that was started at Cump 
David is going forward, und this 
would be a nullifying of that 
process.” 

Reagan, interviewed one evening 
Jast week on NBC News, ex- 
pliined that the final “disposition 
(or) settlement of the West Bank 
problem is supposed to take place 
afler peace hus been made and then 
it is Lo be the result of negotiation.” 

Asked whether annexation of the 
West Bank would be the end of 
Camp David, an obviously sullen 
Reagan shrugged his shoulders and 
replied with a low, barely audible 
“yes.” He denied, however, thal he 
had given up on Camp David. “No, 
not at all. he insisted, shaking his 
head. 

Roger. Muad. the popular NBC 
anchorman, then asked the presi- 
deni: “IH Prime Minister Begin can- 
tinues on the path that he is on, will 
nat the United States have to cul 
luose Israel?" 

Re answered: "Well, we're 
hoping that he won't, We did es. 
press our disagreement with the 
move that was made on the Ciolan 
Heiphis. 1 still believe that the US. 
and Israel are bound together as we 
have been in the post: that the 
Ineral obligation al this country τὸ be 
ensure the existence ol Israel asa 
nation, 

“We're nol guing lo retreat Hons 
that. And we've been doing 
everything we cin le work luward 
Peace in the Middle East. In domg 
that, make some of the Arab 
salutes reathze that we wanta fir and 
just peace." 


REAGAN'S COMMENTS during 
the interview, as so much else thal 
. have a tendency to be ntis- 
interpreted, especially by those to 
whom they are being addressed. His 
easy-going demeanour, always-realy 

iles and reassuring, John Wayne 
personality can confuse more than 
clarify. ‘This has often been the case 
during the repeated crises in U. 
Israeli relations that have marked 
his first year in office. 

Because he usually tries ta say 
something nice about Israel — no 
milter how upset he may be inside 
— Israeli officials and others 
automatically come to the conclu- 
sion that things are not really all 
that bad, that the gloom and dvom 
Mmasphere reported in the news 
media is not totally accurate. 

Thus, after Israel bombed PLO 
targets in Beirul, the president 
pointed oul thal Israel did indeed 
face a sceurity problem in the north. 
Shortly after the Golan Heights 
legislation was rushed through the 
Knesset, the president, at a 
nationally-televised news con- 
ference, recalled that he had par- 
licipated in ἃ mass rally for Israel in 
the Hollywood Bowl during the 
1967 Six Day War. He was then 
governor of California. Now, he

that the U.S. and Israel are “bound 
together.”

IF THE REAGAN Administration 
has been trying to ease the tension 
with Jerusalem in recent day's, it is 
only because of widespread [ears 
among (he Reagan inner circle that 
the Israeli government is fully 
capable of unleashing even more 
surprises in the coming days and 
weeks. In dealing with such a poten- 
tially explosive situation, the ad- 
ministration believes it must tread 
very carefully. . 


U.S. officials fear that Begin 
might decide to move his office to 
East Jerusalem: or send the Israeli 
Air Force into Lebanon lo wipe oul 
the Syrian surface-to-air missile bat- 
teries near Zahle: or find an excuse 
ty avoid withdrawing from the 
remainder of Sinai next April. 
There are some U.S. analysts who 
actually believe that Begin is look- 
ing for a way to annex the West 
Bunk and Gaza. 

That's why Washington is trying, 
for now, lo patch up the

Caro! Cook visits Rosh Ha*ayin, where para-professionals are being 


A BLIND WOMAN in her early 
forties, H. fives in a single 
room adjoining her brother's house 
in Rosh Hit'ayin, αὶ township of 13,- 
000 north of Petah Tikva. Isolated 
despite the closeness of her brother, 
his wife, and their seven children, 
H. was in a constant state of depres- 
sion, always felt ill, never wanted to 
go out or sec anyone, Until Καὶ οἴ να 
came along. 

Kohava Tam, 35, another resi- 
dent of Rosh Hu‘ayin, is a para- 
professional social worker specializ- 
ing in family services. Through her 
patient and attentive care, H. has 
learned to do her own housework, go 
shopping, visit the local sick fund 
clinic by herself. And she now has a 
job in Rash Ha'ayin's factory for 
blind workers. 

Tam was trained under a new 
progrinime jointly sponsored by the 
Labour and Social Affairs Ministry 
and the American Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee (IDC), The 
eventual goal of the project is es- 
tablishment of a unified, nationwide 
training scheme for all para- 
professionuls in social work. 

Rosh Ha‘ayin was the first town 
to have a complete training course, 
graduating 15 pura-professionals, 
including Tam. Courses have also 
been given in the Petah Tikva sub- 
urb of Amishav and the Arab vil- 
lages of Taibe and Tira. A similar 
Programme in Eilat was completed 
in September, when anvther, in 
Ashdod, wus begun. Four other 
communities — yet to be selected 
— will be included in the three-year 
programme. 

To carry out the project, the 
Isracl_ Association for Developing 
Para-Professional Manpower in 
Social Agencies (ASL) was set up in 
March 1980. ASI director Esther 
Herzog said the aim of the project 


gocs beyond the creation of a train- - 


ing programme and the production 
of more personnel. The ultimate 
hope is that the programme ‘will 
lead to a kind of revolution of rising 
expectations for the trainees, their 
families, and the community itself. 
“These people are so eager for 
self-development," Herzog said. 
“We hope that will have an effect 
on their familics and their 
neighbourhoods too." 


THE COURSES are specifically 
designed for indigenous workers — 
persons native to and living in the 
community — who have been far 
more effective in providing certain 
social services than even the most 
highly skilled outsider. 

According to Nurit 
Harshoshanim, who is in charge of 
the para-professionals in Rosh 
Ha’ayin, this is especially so ‘in a 
religious, family-oriented society, 

“We have two main communities 
here — one Yemenite, the other 
composed of immigrants from‘ 1π- 
dia," she explained. The two are 
separate from each other. Both are 
family-oriented, and most of the 
problems are difficult to reach 
because they are closed within the 
family... 

“When you use local people, all 
the things that handicap social 
workers from outside — the culture 
gap, the language gap, and so on — 
disappear. Our idea is to find local

people and develop a local 
leadership, And the training gives 
them a new profession.” 
* Kohava Tam was one of 15 
women in Rosh Ha’ayin who found 
ἃ new profession through the pro- 
ject. She comes from an Orthodox 
family and studied in a religious 
school in Haifa, She started work on 
a teaching certificate but did not 
finish, and took some commercial 
courses. Then she got married. She 
has four children, aged 5 to 15. 
“All the time, [ felt something 
was missing in my life. I needed 
something, and I kept searching. | 
tried to write stories, | used to take 
courses, whatever was available. 
And everywhere 1 went I saw peo- 
ple in need. I used to think, 
someone should do something. 
Then one day a friend called and 
told me about this course,” she said. 
When Tam talks about her work, 
with her blind client, for example, 
she seems surprised at her own 


capacity, g 

“When I see her now, 1 ask. 
myself — how did I ever have the: 
will and the patience to help her?" 

Tam’s experience was echoed by 
Shoshana Harazi, 34, mother of 
five. 

“I work with the aged," she said, 
“and I've never wanted to do 
anything else." 

Recalling her training, she added: 
“You know, everything we needed 
was already inside us. The course 
gave us the tools to use it." 


“WE WERE LOOKING for people 
with a love of people, for com- 
munity leaders,” Herzog said. Ap- 
plicants needed at least eight years 
of schooling, and, she admits, most 
are women interested in part-time 
employment — because of the low 
salary scale, 

In the six-month course, 
organized by the Institute for the 
Training of Social Workers, trainees 


learned concepts of social work, 
home medical care, and methods of 
housekeeping. They learned how to 
turn junk into useful household ob- 
jects, how to help parents interact 
with their children through play, 

“Indigenous social workers have 
been used before,” Herzog ex. 
plained, “but what is different about 
this programme is that they can 
work in many different areas — 
with families, with the aged, and in 
communily projects, They are able 
to make surveys, organize mothers’ 
groups or clubs fur senior citizens." 

The kind of social services 
needed differ widely from one com- 
munity to another, Before setting 
up the training programme, ASI 
leaders met with representatives of 
other social agencies — like Kupat 
Holim (the Histadrut labour federa- 
tion's sick fund) and mother-and- 
child clinics — to determine 
priorities. 

“In Rosh Ha’ayin we found the 
need was mainly for people to work 
with the aged,” Herzog said. 


IN THE ARAB villages of Taibe 
and Tira, care of the aged was no 
problem. 


“Fhe—Arab culture is more 
traditional; older peopleare.cared 
for by their families,” Herzog said. 
In Taibe and in Tira, the problems 
we heard about concerned children 
— pre-schoolers who needed ac- 
tivities, and children who didn't go 
to school at ail.” 

In both towns there was much 
enthusiasm und high motivation, 
she added, but said the scurcity of 
sucial workers in the Arab sector 
posed 4 problem. Whereas Rosh 
Ha‘ayin hus 15 full-time social 
workers for a population of 13,000, 
Tira, with the same population, has 
only two, 


“{ was surprised,” Herzog confes- 
sed, “to find how much Jess the 
Arab sector has to spend on social 
services than the Jewish sector." 


Despite the handicap, Tuibe and 
Tira have produced 22 pare- 
professionals through their 
programme. Material was 
translated into Arubic und taught by 
Labour Ministry personnel.

On July 28, 1967, he again flew to 
Port Said taking with him his peace 
proposal for the Middle Eust. Upon 
his return to Israel, he was charged 
with violuting Israeli law prohibiting 
Israclis from entering Arub 
countries, He wus sentenced by the 
Tel Aviv District Court to a $400 
fine or 40 days in prison. He chose 
to donate the money tw an army 
hospital and serve the juil term. 
Nathan bought his Peace Ship in 
1969 with the financial help of sup- 
porters in Holland, He converted it 
into a floating station in 1973. 


AL first, the Peace Ship broadcast 
a few hours of music und peace 
messages each day. During the Yom 
Kippur War. the station uppeuled to 
soldiers und politicians on both 
sides to stop the killing. 

Nathan uroused official protest in 
Israel when, on the second anniver- 
sury of the Yom Kippur War, he 
proposed sailing through the Suez 
Cunal to distribute flowers “from 


the people of Israel to the people οἱ 
Egypt.” But despite the protests, 
flowers started pouring in from Sup- 
porters throughout the country and 
the ship duly sailed on its peace mis- 
sion. It was turned back by Egyptian 
uuthorities, but not before Nathan 
had unloaded thousands of the 
flowers at Port Said, 


Every winter, the Peace Ship has 
suffered heavy damages from 
storms, and lime and again its crew 
has been stranded al sea until 
rescue boats could reach them, 


“For years { have been asking the 
government for permission to 
broadcast from land during the 
winter,” Nathan says. “I can't risk 
the life of the crew any longer. If it’s 
okny for me lo pay taxes on all our 
income and to contribute funds sll 
over the place, why isn’t it okay for 
them to grant me a license to broad- 
cast from a studio in Israel?” 


Despite the fact that the station’s 
future was hanging in the balance, 
Nathan continued helping others up 
to be minute. The Voice of 
Peace was still raising funds for 
needy elderly people in Jerusalem, 
During Hanukka, Nathan organized 
a shipment of 20,000 bars of 
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chocolate to the children of Wur-.- 
Sw κ 

aT Week, the wife and daughter 
of a wealthy Israeli cntled Nathan 
and invited him to lunch: “E thought 
perhaps they wanted to help me get 
a licence,” he says, “But instead 
they asked me to help raise funds 
for deaf youth at the Helen Kel- 
ler House at Yad Eliyahu. "You 
know how to get things moving. 
they told me." 

Nathan organized heaters, 
carpets and new clothes for the deaf 
inhabitants, as well us renovations 
for the buildings. Ἢ 

If the Voice of Peace does, in- 
deed, close down, Nathan may a- 
cept an offer of a million dollars 
from Iranian buyers who want to 
broadcast anti-Khomeini program- 
mes from Kuwait or he may simply 
Bround the ship and turn it into ἃ 
monument. 


“In any case, I shall not resume 
broadcasts from the ship. There are 
other places in the world which can 
use my help. I'll simply go wherever 
Pm allowed to help others. Here, 
they obviously don't want me,” ΒΕ.

WHEN “Dun's 100" — describing 
Israel's leading industrial 
enterprises — first appeared in 
Hebrew several months ago, it was 
immedialely termed the “show- 
case" of Isrnel. Everything one 
wanted to know about the largest 
industrial firms could be found 
there. Now, with the appearance of 
the English edition (which inciden- 
tally is much more handsomely: 
printed than the Hebrew one) it is 
called both Israel's "showcase" and 
the “Bible” for the western business 
community. 

Says tlan Sachs, general manager 
of Dun ἃ Bradstreet (Israelk “I 
don't believe any other Israeli com- 
pany could have prepiured this list, 
for we are entirely neutral in gather- 
ing the facts in a country which is 
divided into different sectors. 
Moreover, no other organization 
could have given this difectory the 
same extensive distribution. For we 
not only tap the usual outlets used 
by the Israeli establishment, such ns 
the commercial attaches in the em- 
bassies, the bi-national chambers of 
commerce, etc,, but also through Ὁ 
& B's 360 outlets in the western 
world.” 

Some 13,000 copies of this direc- 
tory are being printed:- 11,000 will 
be shipped:abroad; with the remuin- 
ing 1,000 being kept here for use by 
the local business community, und 
especially visitors. “We are dis- 
tributing them free, of course. But il 
a person is lucated in some really 
oullying community, where it is dil- 
licull to get one free at one of our 
distribution points, he can send us 
$o and we will mail him one.”

leading industrial firms (except dia- 
monds, which are ra highly 
specialized. area). In one booklet, 
the foreign businessman, and of 
course the local one, has a list of Ute 
100 leading companies. He knows 
with whom he can have solid com- 
mercial relations. 

The 100 are ranked by size, and 
the list includes such essential basic 
data as: total sules for calendar year 
1979 and 1980, export sales volume, 
number of employees, cltief 
operating executive, und parent 
company. 

“Dun's 100" contains more than 
100 companies, since it also has a 
list of the 24 runners-up, those com- 
panies which have a good chance ot 
moving into the select group neat 
year. Number one on this list of 24, 
or number [0] in size if they were a 
continuation of the original list, is 
Kharoshet Kheymar Ltd., which 
makes building materials, and 
which is owned by Solel Boneh. [ts 
total sales in 1980 were 1S95m. and 
it is dwarfed by number one in the 
real list, which had sales of 183,30- 
Om. in 1980. This company is Istacl 
Aircraft Industries, which had ex- 
ports of $320m. in 1980, which far 
outranks all other companies of the 
original 100. Number two is 
Tadiran, with local sules ol 
1$1,523m., and exports of $109m., 
followed by Tnuva Food Industries, 
with local sales of IS1,500m. but 
with only $3.5m. in exports. 

“Interestingly enough,” Sachs 
says, “these 160 companies employ 
10%,500 workers, which is about 
one-third of ΜΠ our industrial 
workers (not including the diamond 
workers). Their total sitles in TYk6: 
amounted to the equivalent of 
$5.4b. with their total exports 


amounting to §1.8b., and thus repre- 
sent 34 per cent of the industrial 
sales and 55 per cent of the in- 
dustrial exports of Isracl (again cx- 
cluding diamonds.) 

Only 24 of the 100 are listed on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange; and 
of the {1 Israeli stocks listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange, only 
three appear on the list of the 100. 
(American Israeli Paper Mills Ltd., 
Alliance Tire and Rubber, and Etz 
Lavud). 

Dun’s 100 breaks the companics 
down into sectors: the public (or 
governmental); the labour 
cooperative; and the private sector. 

The largest number of companies. 
listed, 23, are in the food processing 
branch, followed by 14 in metat 
producis, 13 in chemicals and 
minerals, '2 in electrical and 
electronics, and [0 in textiles. The 
other branches are building 
products, wood and paper products, 
unimal feeds, pharmaceuticals, 
printing and publishing, rubber 
products and jewelry.

Growth, wages rose in 1981

Renewed economic growth, a big 
jump in the standard of living, an 
improvement in the balance of pay- 
ments and a rise in unemployment 
were the main economic trends ol 
1981, as summed up in figures 
released last week by the Ceniril 
Bureau of Statistics. 


Treasury officials were highly 
pleased with this report, which, they 
suid, vindicated Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor's policies of lowering 
taxes on wages and goods and 
heavily subsidizing basic com- 
modities. Bul these sources added 
that inflation must now be fought 
with different means, such as higher 
taxes on business firms. 


The bureau's estimates for 1981 
showed a five per cent rise in the 
GNP — the country's total output 
of goods and services — compared 
to a 2.3 per cent growth in 1980. 
Real wuges increased by 10 per 
cent, private consumption rose by 
Il per cent (nine per cent per 


capita), after a decline of 5-6 per 
cent in 1980. 


The rise in the GNP was due to an 


expansion in commercial activity, 
since the output of public services 
remained stable. Moreover, labour 
productivity grew by 4-5 per cent, 
and in industry it was one per cent 
higher. 


Industrial output grew by seven 


per cent, after a drop of three per 
cent in 1980. Agriculture grew by 
four per cent, as it did fast year, 
and construction dropped by three 
per cent after a rise of 4-5 per cent 
in 1980. 


The director of national accounts 


in the hureau, Ezra Hadar, said that 
the rise in industrial growth was 
mainly in metals, electronics and 
electrical guuds, most of which is 
exported. 


Unemployment this year averaged 
5.1 per cent of the labour force (about 
65,000 people), the highest It has been 
In 10 years. Last year the rate was 4.8 
per cent, 

Aridor’s udviser Yakir Plessner 


said that the minister's policies hud 
succeeded in fighting inflation 
without causing excessive un- 
employment. Inflation for the first 
ΕΠ months of this year wus 92 per 
cent, compared to [20 per cent for 
the same period last year. 


The balakce of payments delicit 


on the civilian side of the ledger 
shrank this year by $102 million, to 
reach $2,017 billion, Defence im- 
laa grew by $635m., for a total of 


236b., so that the overall deficit 


grew by $532m. to reach $4.364b. 


The country’s external debt stood 


at $22.153b. this past June, while 
foreign currency reserves were 
$8.517b. 


Exports rose by 5.5 per cent, but 


imports jumped 10.2 per cent. 
Civilian imports alone rose by 6.9 
per cent. Exports of metals, 
cleclrical goods and electronics — 
much of it military hardware — 
grew by 30 per cent.

Most Israelis say inflation 
didn’t hurt them in 1981

UNDER the original time schedule worked out between Jerusalem 
und Cuiro, there should today have been an agreement in writing on 
busic guidelines for a Pulestiniun autonomy. Bul there is nol, at this 
moment, much hope for such an agreement any time soon, either 
before or after the April 25 deudtine for the completion of Israel's 
pullonck from Sinai. : ᾿ 

This might conccivably change if the U.S, seizes the Egyptian- 
Israeli nettle again, us it did in bringing about the original Camp 
David accords, over three years ugo. The tatest report is that the 
Reagan administration, in the person of Secretary of State Haig, is 
planning such an initiative to push the autonomy talks off dead cen- 
Ire. In an address in Jerusalem this week Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir predicied a “special effori" by the U.S. in the coming weeks 
to achieve τι breakthrough in the negotiations, 

While seeming to praise the expected effort, however, Mr. Shamir 
also came close to burying it in advance, The forcign minister took 
slo emphasize that (srael's anaexation of (he Golan was nota 
aberration but part of a policy which applied to Judea and 
swell, froin whieh the Begin government would not depart 
under any conditions, no matter what Washington thought of it, 

During the past few days Washiggton has in fact gone out of its 
wily Lo resore ut least a sembkince of harmony to its relations with 
Jerusalem, badly disrupted by the passage af the Golan Law, and the 
subsequent suspension of (he memorandum on strategic cooperation, 
The point has been reiterated chit the memorandum was in 
abeyance, hut not scrapped, Despite the Golun row, $300m, in ad- 
ditional ULS. arms credits have just been upproved. 

In Jerusutem this week, Senute Foreign Relations Committee 
chairman Percy predicted “u new spirit, u new beginning" in US- 
Israel ties, and President Reugaa himself, speaking on American 
television Wednesday, suid he still believed thiut "the U.S. and Israel 
are bound together as in the past.” To leave nu doubt un this score 
Mr, Reagan said (hat America's moral obligation was “to ensure (he 
existence of Israel as a nation. We're nol going to retreat from that," 

AC the same lime the president warned that uny {sraeli action to 
unilaterally annex the West Bank would be a “serious mistake™ that 
would spell the doom of the Camp David process, The implication 
way clear: the West Bank — or Juden and Samaria — must remain 
open to negotiation under the terms of Resolution 242. 

In Tel Aviv that very duy Mr, Shamir was assuring an enthusiastic 
Young Herut audience that {sruel alreudy considered Judea and 
Sanviria, along with the Gohin, part of its national domain. This 
country, suid Mr. Shamir, had reached the limits of its concessions at 
Camp David, und would be prepared to take no more risks. “We 
wont peuce, but only in conditions thal will enable us to continue our 
existence, and this means the Golun, Judea and Samaria within the 
boundaries of Erete Yisravt." 

Despite the deliberate confusivn of the terms State of Israel and 
-ret? Yisrael, the meaning was crystal clear. 

tsracl had exhausted its obligations under Resolution 242 to 
withdraw from territories it had occupied in the Six Day War by con- 
senling to evacuate Sinai, The retention of ull the remuining oc- 
was un existential issue for Israel, and they hud to be 
made Isracl’s forever even if the whole wide world believed that by 
this Isract would be violating its solemn pledge. The purpose of the 
Golan Liaw, us Deputy Premicr Simha Ehrlich told TY watchers 
almost the same time, was to tell the world that the Golun was not 
negotiable. 

Mr, Shamir’s own purpose wits to inform the nation, and the world, 
that Judea und Sumaria, tao — and presumably Guza us well — were 
not negoliuble.

MILITARY SUSTICE — does it 
exist in this country? The question 
is not nearly as Nippant as it may 
sound. 


Over four years ago a special 
state panel headed by Supreme 
Court Justice Meir Shamgar, 
himself a former judge advocate- 
general of the army, submitted κα 
series of recommendations for the 
reform of the system of mililary 
justice in this country. {1 the light 
of subsequent events, the single 
mosl important proposal had to do 
with limiting the chief-of-staff's 
power to diminish sentences im- 
posed on soldiers and officers by 
courts martial, 


Along with the rest of them, this 
recommendation met with 
resolute opposition from Chicf-of- 
Staff Rafael Eitan, whose stand in 
the matter was, if not supported. 
at least not contested by the suc- 
cessiun of defence ministers who 
have worked with him during 
these severul years. Rav-Aluf 
Eitan, it turned out, had his own 
ideas about militury justice, and 
especially ubout the quality of 
military mercy, which he was 
determined to uphold in the face 
of verdicts by the ordinary 
military courts. 


One such idea was (hat soldiers, 
but especially officers, found 
guilty of killing Arab war- 
prisoners, of even innacent Arab 
citizens, must be given the benefil 
of every possible doubt and have 
their prison sentences reduced. 
Another idea, which has surfaced 
more recently, is that a chief 
military policeman found to have 
himself broken the law could be 
demoted in rank, but not given 
three months in jail. 


This latter commutation ‘of the 
“sentence of Tat-Alul — now Sgan- 
Aluf — Baruch Arbel has been 
felt by many people to represent 
the lust straw in the corruption of 
Isracl’s system of military justice 
by the chief-of-staff, 


Yet the point about the scan- 
dalous show of favouritism to 8 
man who should have been an ex- 
ample of probity himseif, and 
whose sentence should itself have 
set an example, is thut there was 
nothing illegal about it. Rav-Aluf 
Eitan is fully entitled to take such 
action. He was not required to 
consult about it with anyone, nor 
even to account to the public for 
his reasons. Under the present 
law, the chief-of-staff in. fact 
serves as a supreme, though whol- 
ly unprofessional, court of military

The lengths to which the, law 
could be carried by an .unscr- 
pulous chiet-of-staff were perhaps 
not apparent in earlier times.

The army operated without 
serious hindrance even over the 
border in Mozambique and Zambia 
where they several times oblilérated 
guerilla camps at minor cost lo 
themselves, The casualty ratio was 
weighted heavily in favour of the 
Rhodesian army. 

And yet the black guerillas won. 
Why? The reason is fairly simple. 
They, the black guerillas, were just 
prepared to go on fighting longer 
than the whites could bear the stag- 
gering burden of the war. It was not

bad. Over the nine years of fighting, 
white fatalities amounted to about 
2,500.

Indeed, so 
infliuential were the Jews in com- 
merce, finance and society in im- 
perial Rome that on Yom Kippur, 
much of public activity was brought 
to ἃ standstill (not unlike in today's 


end of the war, the Rhodesian army 
was largely black, a white man un- 
der 38 years of age would have to 
spend roughly half of each year in 
the forces. It became an increasing- 
ly fatiguing burden which led to a 
Significant emigration from the 
country. 

How could the black guerillas, 
militarily hopelessly inferior, im- 
pose such a massive burden on the 
ruling whites? The answer is that

few. The blacks were there inside 
Rhodesia and in every corner of 
Rhodesia, all the time there was no 
border. There was no way the 
whites could draw a line and say

It is incredible that there are peo- 
ple in power here working to 
produce a Rhodesian situation, try- 
ing to erase or at least blur the 
Green Line which divides them 
from us. It will be argued that the 
population ratios are nothing like 
Rhodesia's, This is true today. Ina 
generation or two generations, whut 
will the position be? The publica- 
tions of the Statistics Bureau have 
shown repeatedly that time is not on 
our side. Further we ure not up 
against people using the lowest level 
of technology, nor can we range 
across the borders with impunity.

1, U.S. tax shelters derive from 
investment incentives written into 
the tax structure. Regarding real es- 
‘tate investments, these tax benefits 
relate to the treatment of interest 
payments on the financed portion of 
the purchase, depreciation al- 
lowances, and maintenance costs as 
offsets Lo current earned income. In 
order to qualify, the purchase must 
be for investment purposes with 
own use limited to no more than 14 
days per year; i.e., purchase of a 
share in an apartment representing 
two weeks of annual use righis 
(time-sharing) will not qualify. One 
must purchase a full apartment 
(which in the case of Mandarin’s of- 
ferings mentioned in the article 
amount to at least $145,000 for a 
{two-room furnished apartment), 
retaining a maximum of two weeks 
a year for own use and arranging for 
the rental of the remaining 380 wecks 
ἃ year. 


2, Club hotels (Tiberias, Eilat and

SAKHAROV'S CONTRIBUTIONS TO SCIENCE

Sir, — Andrei Sakharov is not 
only a champion of human rights: 
he is also a great scientist. His scien: 
tific contributions will be 
remenbered and studied by students 
long after both he and Brezhnev are 
dead. The name of Galileo hits been 
a thorn in the side of the Catholic 
church because they could not 
make the world forget him. Every 
student of science learns about his 
work. ‘The others on both sides -ol 
the conflict at thal lime are long 
forgotten, except by students οἱ 
history and theology. Bul Galileo's 
name cannot be erased from the 
high school curriculum. 

The Kremlin undoubtedly hopes 
that all the dissidents and Jewish ac- 
livists will be forgotten in lime and 
their names erased from the Soviet 
history books. They may even suc- 
ceed with all the others, but 
Sakharov's case is very different. 
The name of Sakharov can endure, 
like that of Galileo, if science stu- 
dents all over the world continue to 
learn about his work. 

It is still 100 eurly to judge the im- 
pact of Sakharov's work 40 years 
from now, at the time of the 100th 
anniversary of his birth. The energy 
crisis of today may be solved by 
learning to control the thermo- 
nuclear reactions that provide 
the energy of the sun and of the 
hydrogen bomb. Andrei Sakharov 
will then be remembered not only as 
the father of the Soviet hydrogen 
bomb, but also as a pioneer who laid 
the groundwork for the taming of 

‘this awesome energy source, The 
fundamental scientific paper of the 
Soviet programme for controlled 
thermonuclear reactions was writ- 
ten in 1950 by Academicians A ndrei 
Ὁ. Sakharov and I. Ε, Tamm. The 


second part of this paper written by 
Sakharov describes a type ol 
“mugnetic bottle” thal is nus called 
the “tokamak" and is considered 
the front runner in today's research 
in the peaceful uses of thermo- 
nucicar energy. 

Andrei Sakharov's signilicant 
contributions to our understanding 
of the cosmology of the carly uni- 
verse, the structure of elementary 
particles and the nature of gravilia- 
lion may also be studied by science 
students 40 years hence. His ex- 
planation in 1966 of why the um- 
verse consists only of matter and 
does not have an equal amount of 
antimatter is accepted loduy us the 
correct answer to this puzzle which 
baffled many leading scientists, 

τι will be very difficult, if not im- 
possible, for the Soviet leaders to 
erase the name of Andrei Sakharov 
from history books and tex! books. 
Sooner or later the Russian 
leadership may have to rehabilitate 
Sakharov, like the Catholic Church 
is rehabilitating Galileo today.
